Perhaps the most remarkable thing 
about Christopher Columbus was that 
he hnd two skeletons. One’ of them is 
preserved in the great cathedral nt 
Seville, in Spnin; the other occupies a 
leaden coffin in the cathedral at Santo 
Domingo, on the island of Haiti. 

Both are officially authenticated. 

Theré is, however, no doubt of the 
fact that Columbus was buried in 1542 
at Santo Domingo. . 

When, in 170%, Spain_ceded part of 
the island of Haiti to France,. it was 
thought expedient to remove the baered 

_ bones ‘of the famous navigator to 
Havana. They, were, accordingly, taken 
from the vault which had been their 
resting place, in the cathedral of Santo 
Domingo, and transferred to a church 
in the Cuban capital. There they 
remained until twenty-five yours ao, 
when after tho Spanish War, they were
